Kill ‘Em, Waste ‘Em 
Calley Orders Men’ 


By WILLIAM GREIDER 


FT. BENNING, GA. (WP) 
With the tight edge of outrage in his 
voice, a young. army  prosecuto 
described the cruel geography of My 
Lai hamlet to a military jury 
Tuesday, 


The prosecutor constructed this 
scene; Some people were finishing 
breakfast. when the troops came to 
shoot them; One soldier cried as he 
did the killing; and old man pleaded 
for his life and was smashed in the 
face with a rifle butt; a child who 
survived the group slaughter was 
tossed into a ditch and murdered by 
Lt, William L, Calley, the platoon 
leader on tria} for his ewn life. 


Capt, Aubrey Daniel III, the 29- 
year-old prosecutor from Moncks 
Corner, 8.C;, thrust his chin out and, 
with clear green eyes, stared down 
the six army officers -who are the 
jury, 


oh 
“We want you to be there,” he 
told them, “We want to put you 
there on 16 March\1968,” 


For 21 minutes in his opening 
statement, the captain took the 
slilled courtroom on a tour of the 
village—from a rice-paddy west of 
My Lai where Company C landed in 
helicopters for its combat assault to 
the irrigation ditch where the Viet 
namese child escaped ‘death, then 
joined his family in a. stack. of 
nameless, ageless bodies 


In all, 102 victims are,charged to 
Calley,..on trial for premediated 
murder, As the prosecutor counted 
the dead scattered through My Lai's 
bamboo. thickets and trails, the 27- 
year-old defendant sat expressionless, 
but flushed, 


Inexplicably, Calley grinned 
broadly at one point, It was when the 
prosecutor recounted how the 
platoon leader and a sergeant shot 
down “in cold blood”. about 70 
people, 


At the outset, Daniel conceded an 
enormous ambiguity in the U.S. 
government's case against Calley. 
The dead are South Vietnamese 
whose names and ages and personal 
identities are’ lost and cannot be 
established, he said, 


They ate a relative handful of 
those thousands Who have died in 
that country's long war, but the 
army will try to recreate the faces 
and bodies of real human beings as 
it unfolds its evidence of murdei 


“The victims are unamed, gentle 
men, and the government cannot 
prove the names,” Daniel conceded 
But, he said, the government will 
prove that there was no combat at 
My Lai that day, only killing, 


“There was no hostile fire,” he 
said, “they executed unarmed, unre 
sisting old .men, women and chil 
dren," 


Daniel's narrative was the first 
time the government has made a 
public account of what it believes 
Calley did at My Lai. The recital was 
sardonie, in a soft southern accent. 


Calley's first platoon disembarked 
from the helicopters about 7:30 a.m., 
according to the prasecutor, ‘They 


didn't receive any fire — no fire 
from the village,” he said 


The first platoon formed a line 
position with Company C’s second 
platoon and moved eastward 
through My Lai, but the captain said 
“they found the village to be 
undefended. They found old men, 
women ahd children, None of them 
was armed, Some of them were still 
eating their breakfast.” 


One group of these people was 
rounded up and gathered at an 
intersection of the two trails which 
crossed through the village. Daniel 
said Calley told PFC, Dennis I. Conti 
and Set, Paul Meadlo; “Take eare of 
these peoples” 


“So Conti and Meadlo had these 
people. sit down on the north-south 
trail,” Daniel said, “and started to 
guard them. That’s what they 
thought they were to do.” 


A few minutes later, the prose 
eutor said: “Calley returns; finds 
Meadlo and Conti. ‘Why haven't you 
taken cave of these people?’ “ 'Take 
care of them? We have taken care of 
them.’ “Calley; .‘T gnean kill ‘em, 
waste 'em,'" 


‘They were shot down dead in 
cold blood on that trail. Meadlo 
erying he was so repulsed at what 
he had to do at the direction of Lt 
Calley.” 


* 
A short - while later Daniel 
related, another rvifleman in the 
platoon, James Dursi; was rounding 


up civilians from the village and 
moving them out to an irrigation 
diteh whieh runs in 4 crescent along 
the southern edge.of My Lai. He was 
joined by Calley, Sgt. ‘David M 
Mitehell and Meadlo, still erying. 


“Calley orders his men, ‘put, these 
people in that irrigation ditch.” And 
they were’ pushed and shoved into 
the ditch, and Calley ordered them 
executed men, women and chil 
dren and they were,” — the 
prosecutor Charged 


After the shooting Calley, his 
radioman and the others moved 
away from the ditch toward a group 
of .trees. Then —Calley _persanally 
killed twa mere people, aceording to 
the prosecutor, 


"There was an‘old man by a tree,” 
Daniel said, “The man began to plead 


for his life. Calley butt-streked him 
in the face with a rifle back inte the 
rite paddy,” The lieutenant, is 


charged with his murder, too 


“At that point,” -Daniel said, 
rushing with the details, "someone 
yelled, ‘there’s a child getting away 
There's a child.’ A child somehow 
had miraculously survived that fire 
into the ditch. Calley went baek and 
picked up, the child, threw him into 
the ditch and shot him killed 
him.” 


The prosecutor paused, and the 
account of killing was over, 


As Daniel sat down, the quiet 
yoice of Judge Reid W, Kennedy 
addressed. the jury*® “I want: to 
remind you,” the judge said, “that 
what you have just heard constitutes 
the goVernment’s: allegations and is 
not to be regarded as evidence.”

legislation has had the prelimi- 
nary exposure to public criticism 
that Mr. Bénson’s White Paper on 
taxation reform has enjoyed. It was 
anew approach — to present the 
main features of the government's 
intentions so far In advance of 
parliamentary debate on the event- 
ual bill. But in view of the fact that, 
as Mr. Benson points out, the White 
Paper contains the most funda- 
mental tax reforms since the 
income tax was inauguated in 1917, 
it was appropriate that the public 
have a good opportunity to examine 
the government's thinking. 


In the deluge of words, pro and 
con, it was usually forgotten — 
again as Mr, Benson emphasizes — 
that the White Paper embodies 
“proposals”, not specifie law, and 
that the whole purpose of the 
exercise was to obtain and consider 
suggestions for improvement of the 
existing-legislation, 


What concerns the public now is 
the question of just how much 
weight its comments will carry in 
the final analysis. There have been 
criticisms of both the principle and 
the manner of capital 
gains, (with private homes included 
as capltal); of the. proposed tax 
for smal] businesses; of 
proposed alterations in levies on 
inheritances. And there has been 
overall discussion of the feasibility

tax law. In the latter connection

In his address here on Monday, 
Mr. Benson added little to what he 
has said on frequent occasions over 
the past year.

The fact re- 
mains, of course, that having 
broadened the base of the nation’s 
taxation, a larger revenue increase 
can follow a relatively small future 
rise in rates.

Mr. Benson recognizes that his 
problem is to find a mean between 
the two extremes of low taxes to 
permit all-out economic growth, and 
high -taxes to finance the social 
improvement programs which the 
public demands, “Establishing a fair 
and just balance between these 
goals and stopping the abuses that 
exist in our present tax system are 
our real _ objective,” he says. 
Whether the long public debate has 
helped him in this intention Is 
difficult to. say as difficult’ as 
predicting whether any other minis 
ters will be encouraged to subject 
their pet legislation to the painful 

although very democratic 
erosion of extended public debate. 


As’ an experiment in the law 
making process it should be 
adjudged a success, There is no 


good substitute for nationwide pub- 
lic awareness and participation. 


Eight Years to Go 


LMOST ANY PEDESTRIAN OR 
automobile driver will agree 
with Traffic Engineer David 
Campbell that traffic in this com 
munity is rapidly approaching a 
critical condition. Mr, Campbell 
sets eight years as the limit within 
which we will have to find solutions 
to congestion. Just what happens at 
the end of that period, if nothing |s 
done, he does not’ say, But it is not 
difficult. to imagine. 

An dverall planning program for 
the city-is long overdue, It should be 
a program which will lay out the 
pattern, the climate, and whole 
appearance of -the community 
and traffic planning would be a vital 
and integral part of this. 


It must, of course, be done in 
conjunction with the region as a 
whole, And traffic cannot be 


planned unless we know what types 
of buildings—and hence population 
density—are to be served. 

Year by year the traffic has 


increased; We now experience in 
winter the crowded conditions 


which a few years ago we suffered 
only in summer at the height of the 
tourist season. More and more 
frequently red lights in the down- 
town core cause cars and trucks to 
line back along the block until they 


interfere with traffic in the preced 
ing intersection. That is a foretaste 
of complete congestion, 


The problem involves the rapid 
Increase in private cars on the road 

with many families now having 
two, three or more. But equally 
important is the question of public 
transportation, which is at. once a 
contributor to traffic problems and 
a potential solution to 
them, Traffic regulation, is anothe: 
factor. Far too much traffic 
creeps along, causing .congestion at 
intersections, It is common for only 
one or two cars to get through on a 
green light, because of the delay 
caused by someone making a left 
hand turn. Too many traffic lights 
are in conflict, requiring a stop at 
each of half a dozen consecutive 
intersections,

‘Md Is ‘Mother’ 
But Also ‘Horse’

They aren't exactly smashing down the doors 
to get to Mr, Hsiao’s classes, you understand, but 
now’ that we've come around to formal recognition 
of China there'll be all sorts of Canadian 
bualnessmen and diplomats in need of a language 
in the compatible causes of profits and peace, The 
queues may start forming at any moment. 


It bodes “ill, one might say; for Harry Hailao who is HM, 
Formosa-born, just arrived here from six years at Harvard 
fo teach. Chinese at the University of Victoria, You could 
search far and wide without finding a 
more Hkeable man, but Mr, Haslao’s 
subject could so easily drive any 
Occidental student toward the brink of 
fury or madness that killing the teacher 
mught seem the only way out, 


Just learning how to pronounce Mr. 
Hsiao's name may take the better part 
of a morning, In the Mandarin 
language, you see, an “h” is silent 
when followed by an ‘s"” and an “'s”, 
properly pronounced, sounds somewhat 


like a swarm of angry bees, 


It is just one of the many facts that 
may raise some east-west oommunica- 
tion problems more impenetrable than 
mere ideological differences, 


Mandarin is the required language 
for two Yeasons, One reason is that half a billion Chinese, 
speak it, give or take a million. The other is that the People's 
Republic is determined, in the cause of national unity, that it 
will be the officlal, common tongue throughout that vast land. 


K * * 


Since there's a bewildering variety of provincial dialects 
it makes our own bilingual difficulties seem relatively light. 
What's. more, the aim is to teach the pure Peking 
dialect—rather like Parisian. French is to less cultured 
fortns—so that even people who de speak Mandarin are often 
éaught up in that most arbitrary of disciplines, rejecting 
what they've learned on their mother’s knees, 


‘The dilemma may be seen in the fact that more than half 
the 20 students in Mr, Hsiao’s first class are Canadian-born 
Chinese whose ancestors came originally from the southern 
provinces of Kwantung and Kwangsi. Mandarin, to them, ts 
truly a foreign language. 


Having once had‘a go at learning Cantonese I can 
sympathize with them, To count to 10 in Canton, Bee the 
most elementary phonetics; you would say “yut, yee, sum, 
see, ng, loke, chut, bart, gow, sup.” ‘To count to 10 in the 
Peking dialect you would say, ‘Yee, er, san, si, wu, liou, chi, 
ba, jo, sh,’ Even then, without a complete course in the 
phonetic code nobedy in Peking would know what in the 
world you were talking about and might just bring you a 
plate of barbecued duck. 


The difficulty ia compounded for the Occidental, from the 
very outset, by the fact that he must learn to use his lips, 
tongue, teeth, throat and nose in an entirely new sound- 
producing mechanism. 


It's small comfort, perhaps, but this is a problem that 
works in revers#, In all but a few Oriental dialects there's no 
aound for our *v" or “r’, which aren't in the Mandarin 
language, and so the purely physical necessity of learning 
how to produce a Mew nolse—much less 8 new 
word—becomes square one. This explains why most 
Orientals, called upon to say “vipe.on the vine" (though they 
may. not be called upon to say it eften) will make it ‘‘lipe 
on the wine,” 


* * * 


The late Ian Fleming, creator of James Bond and a man 
absolutely terrified of flying, had a memorable experience 
with this once when, boarding a Japan Air. Lines plane for-a 
flight to Tokyo, he was welcomed aboard by the lovely 
stewardess with: “Ah, Mr, Freming — have a good fright!" 


Perhaps the fundamental difference between English and 
Mandarin js that the Chinese language requires the use of 
tones to establish meaning. It is this that causes what we 
choose to call the “sing song” characteristic of Chinese 
speech, a thing that we sometimes find almost as hilarious as 
the Chinese find our monotonous, non-melodie drone, 


The tonal system is not to be confused, Mr, Hsiao points 
out, with expression as we use it In English. There are said 
to be 98 different ways of saying: “yes’’in English — angrily, 
soothingly, inquiringly, endearingly, doubtfully and so on, It is 
wtill “yes.” Not so in Mandarin, in which the four basic tones 
create four totally, different words, Some teachers: (though 
not Mr, Hsiao) actually have their students tune up at a 
plano, a further complication if the students happen to be 
tone-deaf 


IT see that you're yawning and scratching, so we'll -limit 
this to one brief, simple example: Take the Mandarin word 
“ma.” Now, Tf you say ‘'ma" in one.tone it means ‘mother 
Tf your voice rises rapidly from the mid-range to the top of 
your range; {t means “hemp,” If it dips to the low range and 
rises to the mid-range it means “horse.” If it starts near the 
top of the range and falls rapidly to the bottom it means 

“seold,"” Give up? 


Obviously a language so tricky that you might 
inadvertently call. your wife's mother a horse must be treated 
with extreme caution even though it has been understood 
longer and by more people than any other in the world. 


* * * 


The actual writing of Mandarin is so much more 
intimidating than merely speaking it that Mr, Hsiao doesn't 
even mention it in the first year of his course, True, some 
Chinese characters look vaguely like the word they represent 
(“tree™ looks like a tree), but in 3500 years of ‘evolution this 
Pictograph method has become so refined that nowadays only 
the scholars are aware of the derivations. Taking just the 
sound of. my firat name, for example, Mr, Hsiao wrote down 
the characters whith come out as “hero” and overcome," a 
thing I will be happy to explain to you anytime tomorrow 
between three and four o'clock, 


Like every Oriental language, Mandarin is wonderfully 
courteous — your home is “grand palace” and my home is 
“humble nest”, your name is “honorable name” while my 
name is “humble name" — and, to give Mr. Haiao the final 
word, \t probally really“isn't that much more difficult than 
English itself 


“After all,” said Mr, Hsiao impishly, ‘what eould be 
more difficult than a language like English in which fish may 
be spelled ‘ghoti'? "Gh' as in tough, ‘o’ as in women, ‘ti’ as 
in nation It spells fish, yes? 


Which was, you might say, one up for honorable teacher 
aver. humble student

"The creeks could be saved 
under a water resource con- 
servation program,” he said 
“But as things are going on 
now most creeks are 
doamed.”’ 

At stake is a salmon 
spawning stock which runs as 
high as 80,000 during peak 
years, capable of producing

average about 15,000,

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FRAZIER DEFENDS TITLE TONIGHT 


_ Yancey’s the Boss 


DETROIT (AP) —Yancey - 


(Yank) Durham is the only 
man alive who can belt the 
heavyweight champion of the 
world in the belly with a 12- 
pound ball and walk away 
‘with his teeth intact, - 


He also can call him a 
“sucker” and a “stupid 
fighter” and get away with it. 

“He's a great guy—he just 
says, ‘Okay, Yank, you're the 
bosa’,"’ Yaneey sald Tuesday 
in explaining the rare rela- 
tionship he: has with Joe 
Frazier, the bearded monster 
of a man who defends his 
heavyweight title tonight 
_ against Boh Foster, 

Technically, Yancey, 48, is 
Frazier’s trainer, but he has 
become more-than that, 


He is the champion's doting 
mother hen—counsellor, dieti- 
cian, doctor, security guard, 
spokesman and pal, « 

They have been inseparable 
since Frazier. walked into 
Yaneey's 23rd PAL gym in 
Philadelphia as a big, gawky 
kid of 17 and put himself 
under the veteran trainer's 
wing, 

When the champion comes 
up with the cold sniffles, Yank 
lays out his favorite home 
cure of brandy and coffee. 

“IT don't want that stuff,” 
says Frazier, grimacing.

Preparing for the Foster 
fight, Frazier ended his regu- 
lar boxing workout by lying 
flat on the massage table and 
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During the nt Sandown racing meeting 
there was an incident“in Ontario that didn’t receive 
the attention it probably deserved. Four thorough- 
bred race horses were reportedly injected with a 
tranquilizer drug at Old Greenback Downs, Not only 
that, but ‘at Hazel Park, Mich., afew days later, a 
race was cancelled because three horses had been 
tranquilized. 


Now. this is a new twist to the old story that ‘the fix is on," 
But it is~designed to produce the same end rult, for the 
gambler. It cuts down the odds in his favor for a horse which 
he expects to win, In other words, the race would be rigged, 
Some horses, having been tranquilized, would run slower than 
the rest. 

Previously, the usual! method of attempting to successfully 
pre-determine the result of a race was to give a certain horse 
special assistance, by injecting it with a drug that it would help 
it run faster, and without pain, In this method, a good horse 
suddenly becomes a much better horse, and should win, The 
financial] gains, in this case would be to the favored few, who 
were -in the know, | 


As it was, in Ontario the track vet was too amart for the 
dopers, He noticed that some of the horses in thepaddock were | 
listless, that their eyes were glazed, and he ordered them out 
of the race, Subsequent urine tests revealed that only three of 
the horses turned up “positive.” However, this was not consid- 
ered significant as on some horses, it takes three or four fests 
to show up. That was the official explanation. The drug was 
identified as phenothiazine, Needle marks were found in the 
horses’ necks, 

Naturally, this brouglit up the subject of track protection, 
and how to prevent ‘such mischief from taking place, Obviously 

“there were few fears at Sandown, Stable security was non- 
existent, At Ex-Park, (gt Vancouver, it isn't that difficult to get 
by the guards, either, 

Every track wished to be considered as running an honest 
game, and most do, It is not always the track's fault® either, 
when something goes awry, The Kentucky derby is a case in a 
point, At Churchill Downs, the security is probably the best of 
all, And yet, in the Derby of 1968, the winning horse was 
disqualified, Dancer's Image, owned by Peter Fuller of Boston, 
who is still fighting the decision, and trained by Canada's Lou 
Cavalaris, won the race but lost it 48 hours later when traces of 
the pain-killer drug Butazolidin were found in the horse's urine 


Protests were in-vain, andthe decision stood, although the 
procedure used by Cavalaris was obviously in keeping with the 
rules, Had somebody got to the horse? No-one knows. 

However, that is another story. The point is that although 
the winner of every race at Ex Park, and at Sandown, and 
other horses picked at random, are tested after each race, and 


letting Yank slam a 12-pound 
medicine bal! into his mid-sec- 
tion with all his might, 

“That's enough,” says Fra- 
zier, 

“Séven more," says Yank. 
He pounds away until he has 
belted the champ 20 times, 
The punishment would kill a

A Campus Can Become Protest Prone 
When System Means More Than People 


NEW YORK (UPI)—IF son 
or daughter calla collect from 
college, that’s normal, 

If son or daughter during 
the call complains of feeling 
restless on the campus, that's 
normal, too. 

And it's not necéssarily his 
or her fault, according to a 
college dean who recently 
completed a year-long tour of 
colleges in the United States 
and Europe 

Laurence Boylan, ‘Dean of 
Graduate Studies at Kansas 
State Teachers College in 
Emporia, says indifference to 
teaching and concern over the 
entire educational process 
may be the major factors 
resulting in student unrest on 
college campuses, 


Boylan visited 35 schools 
in the United States and 
Kurope, He came back to 


Emporia convinced there are 
“serious and critical short- 
comings in the educational 
process in higher education,” 
Boylan told the American 
Association of State Colleges 
and Universities (AASCU) 
"The main reasons for 
student unrest by moderate 
Btudents are to be found in 
the educational process of the 
colleges and universities and 
not in social issues, whether 
or not President Nixon visits 
campuses or what Vice-Presi 
dent Agnew says or does,” 
He said campuses are

They aren't exactly smashing down the doors 
to get to Mr, Heiao's classes, you understand, but 
now that we've come around to formal recognition 
of China there'll be all sorts of Canadian 
“businessmen and diplomats in need of a language 
in-the compatible causes of profits and peace, The 
queues may start forming at any moment. 


It bodes ill, one might say, for Harry Hsiao who is M4, 
Formosa-born, just arrived here from six years at Harvard 
to teach Chinese at the University of Victoria, You could 
search far and wide without finding a 
more likeable man, but Mr, Hsiao's 
subject could so easily drive any 
Ocoidental student toward the brink of 
fury or madness that killing the teacher 
might seem the only way out, 


Just learning how to pronounce Mr, 
Heiao's name may take the better part 
ef a morning In the Mandarin 
language, you sé¢e, an “h" is silent 
when followed by an "s” and an ‘'s"', 
properly pronounced, sounds somewhat 


like a swarm of angry bees, 


It is just one of the many facts that 
may raise some ¢ast-west communica- 
tion problems more tmpenetrable than 
mere ideologica) differences, 


Mandarin is the required language 
for two reasons, One reason is that half a billion Chinese 
speak it, give or take a million, The other ia that the People's 
Republic is determined, tn the cause of national walty, that it 
will be the offielal, commen tongue throughout that vast land,

Since there’s a bewildering variety of provineia! dialects 
it makes our own bilingual difficulties seem relatively light. 
What's more, the aim is to teach the pure Peking 
dialect—rather like Parisian French {s to less cultured 
forms—#o that even people who de speak Mandarin are often 
caught up in that most arbitrary of disciplines, rejecting 
what they've learned on their mother's knees 


The dilemma may be seen in the fact that more than half 
the 20 students in Mr, Helao’s first class are Canadian-born 
Chinese whose ancestors came originally'from the southern 
provinces of Kwantung and Kwangsl. Mandarin, to them, is 
truly a foreign language, 


Having once had a go at learning Cantonese I can 
sympathize with them, To count to 10 in Canton, using the 
most elementary phonetics, you would say “yut, yee, sum, 
see, ng, loke, cut, bart, gow, sup.” To count to 10 in the 
Peking dialect you would say, ‘Yee, er, san, si, wu, liou, chi, 
ba, jo, sh.” Even then, without a complete course in the 
phonetic code nobody in Peking would know what in the 
world you were talking about and might just bring you a 
piate-of barbecued- duck, 


The difficulty is compounded for the Occidental, from the 
very outset, by the fact that he must learn to use his lips, 
tongue, teeth, throat and nose in an entirely hew sound- 
producing mechanism, 


It's small comfort, perhaps, but. this is a problem that 
works in reverse, In all but a few Oriental dialects there's no 
sound for our “v" or “r'', which aren't in thé Mandarin 
language, and so the purely physical necessity of learning 
how to produce a fnew noise—much less a new 
word—becomes aquare one, This explains why most 
Orientals, called upon to say “ripe on the vine" (though they 
may not be called upon to say it often) will make it "lipe 
on the wine,”

The late Ian Fleming, creator of James Bond and a man 
absolutely terrified of flying, had a memorable experience 
with thia onee when, boarding a Japan Air Lines plane for a 
flight to Tokyo, he was welcomed aboard by the lovely 
stewardess with: “Ah, Mr, Freming — have a good fright!" 


Perhaps the fundamental difference between English and 
Mandarin is that the Chinese language requires the use of 
tones to establish meaning, It is this that causes what we 
ehoose—to call the “sing song’ characteristic of Chinese 
speech, a thing that we sometimes find almost as hilarious as 
the Chinese find our monotonous, non-melodie drone 


The tonal system is not to be confused, Mr. Hsiao points 
out, with expression as we use it in English, There are said 
to be 98 different ways of saying “yes” in English — angrily, 
soothingly, inquiringly, endearingly, dowbtfully and so on, It is 
still “yes,"”” Not so in Mandarin, in which the four basic tones 
create four totally different words, Some teachera (though 
not Mr; Hsiao) actually have their students tune up at a 
plano, a further complication if the students happen to be 
tone-deaf, 


I see that you're yawning and scratching, so we'll-timit 
this to one brief, simple example, Take the Mandarin word 
‘'ma,"' Now, If you say “ma” in one tone it means ‘mother,”” 
Tf your voice risea rapidly from the mid-range to the top of 
your range, it means “hemp,” [f.it dips to the low range and 
rises to the mid-range it means “hhorse."’ If it starts near the 
top of the range and falle rapidly to the bottom it means 

“‘seold."' Give up? 


Obviously a language so ~triey that. you might 
inadvertently call your wife's mother a horse must be treated 
with extreme caution even though it has heen understood 
longer and by. more people than any other in the world,

intimidating than merely speaking it that Mr, Hsiao doesn't 
even mention it in the first year of his course, True, some 
Chinese characters look vaguely like the word they represent 
('teee" looks like a tree), but in 3500 years of evolution. this 
pletograph method has become ao refined that nowadays oniy 
the scholar’ are aware of the derivations, Taking just the 
sound-of my first name, for example, Mr, Hsiao wrote down 
the characters which come out as “hero’’ and “overcome,” a 
thing I will be happy to explain to you anytime tomorrow 
between three and four o'clock, 


Like every Oriental language, Mandarin ig wonderfully 
courteous your home is "grand palace’ and my home is 
“humble nest", your name la “honorable name" while my 
name is “humble name" — and, to give Mr. Heiao the final 
word, it probably really isn't that much more difficult than 
English itself. 


“After all,” aaid Mr, tisiao impistily, “what could te 
more difficult than a language like English in which fish may 
be spelled ‘ghoti’? 'Gh' as in tough, ‘o’ as in women, ‘ti’ as 
in nation It spells fish, yes?
